The present Application is a Divisional of U.S. Patent Application No. 08/875 929 
filed June 16, 1997, which issued as U.S. Patent No. 6,044.630 (the '630 patent). 'n,e''630 
patent, ,n turn, is a Continuation^i„.Part of U.S. Patent Application No. 08/585 1 73 filed 
April 16, 1996. 

Applicant has two other applications co-pending, U.S. Patent Application Serial Nos 
09/781,715 (the '715 application) and 10/695.561 (the '561 application). TTie '561 applica- 
t.on Is a Continuation of the '630 patent and contains claims directed to thi«l-party funded 
.pending accounts In which either cash withdrawals or spending on at least one class of goods 
or services are prohibited. The '715 application is a Continuation-In-Part of the '630 patent 
and contains disclosure and clai>ns directed to third-party funded spending accounts for the 
purchase of entertainment products and services such as the pun:hase of music files over the 
internet.
